HE 31t of lait Month, a Courier from 
the Court of France, brought ihe News 
to Cardinal de la Tremouille of the 
Birth of the Duke of Britany, which 
his Eminency notified the next Mornicg 
to the Pope, to whom he deliver'd a Lecter on that 
Subject written by the King of France with bis own 
Hand, fu! of very civil and dutiful Expreifions of 
Filial Obedience to the holy Roman See: His {aid 
Eminency having notified the fame News to the 
facred College of Cardinals, ha receiv'd, as well 
from bis Hoiynefs as from them, Compliments of 
Cong:atulation and Thanks; and Te Deum will be 
folemnly fung on this Occafion in the Charch of Sr. 
Lewis belcnging to the French Nation ; but his 
Eminency will not make any publick Entertainment, — 
the King his Mafter having written to him, that that 
Fr cnce might be better laid out in Alms co the 
Pour, and in Matfesto beg of God (during this 
Time of Jubile,) bor to préierve the young Prince 
and to grant Peace to Europe. All Diverfions are 
reftrain’d here, fo thac we have not the leaft fign 
of its being Catnival-Time. The sft Inftant the 
Duke de Sora Prince of Piombino, of the Houle of 
Buoncompagni, dicd fuddenly of an Apoplexy in the 
65 h Year of his Age. The 2d, being Candlemafs- 
day, the Pope beld a Chappe! in the Vatican, diftri- 
bured a great Number of White Waxcandles to the 
Perfons piefenr, as the manner is on that Day, and 
affitted at a Pioceffion and at the Te Deum which 
was fung by his Ordcr, in Thank(giving for the 


Deliverance of this City from the Danger with 


which it was threaten’d: by the great Earthquake 
thar Day 4 Years ago. ’Tis the Cuftom on the 
fame Day, for the Guardians of every Church in 
this City to wait on the Pope in the Afternoon, and 
prefent him a Waxcandle: Among the reft this 
Time, appear'd the Guardians of the Church of S. 
An:hony belonging to the Poriuguefe Nation, and 
offer'd bim their Waxcandle ; but cheir Church con- 
tinuing fhut up ftill, becaufe they will not fabmit to. 
an Apoftolical Vifitation, bis Holynefs refus'd their 
Prefent. Cardins! Grimani took Occaficn of the 
Celebration of that Day in the Church of our Lady 
of Montferrat, to order by a Letter M. Molines 
and the Guardians (or Churchwardens) of that 
Church, to put up the Arms cf King Charles IIL. 
over the Porch, and his Picture in the Church ; 
and inform’d Cardinal Paolucci Secretary of State 
with what he bad done, that by his Means be might 
know the Pope’s Sentiments on this Matter, which 
he had Orders to give an Account of to the Imperial 
Court and Prince fugene of Savoy. But the Duke

Vienna, Feb. 12. Count Tarini, the Duke of Sa- 
voy’s Envoy, has by Order from his Mafter ac- 
quainred the Imperial Court, that bis Royal High- 
nefs having certain Intelligence the French will exerc 
their utmoft Effort to reenter Italy with a powerful 
Army, and endeavour to recover their loft Footing 
there, recommends it earneftly to the Imperial Court 
to take proper Meafures timely thereupon. P.Eugene 
has given this Court full Affurance ef the Duke’ of 
Savoy’s fteady Zeal for the Common Caufe ; where- 
upon ‘tis refolv’d that Letters of Inveftirure of the 


‘Fiefs of Alexandria, Valenza, and Lumelino, toge- 


ther with the Lands belonging to them lying between 
the Po and the Tanaro, fhall purfuant to tbe Alliance 
with his Royal Highnels, and wick the Confent ned 
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the King of Spain; be forthwith made out in due 
Form for his Royal Highnefs by the Imperial Chan- 
cery. The Duke of Mantua ufes great Endeavours 
to ftop the Proceedings that are begun for putting 
him under the Ban of the Empire, offering to put 
the Emperour into Poffeifion of his Capital City 5 
but in vain hitherto, the Imperial Court appearing 
determin'd to go through with that Defign. Letters 
from Presbourg confirm the Junction of the Troops 
commanded by General Staremberg, with thofe un- 
der the Generals Rabutin and Palfi ; chat the former 
has taken upon bim the Command of the whole, and 
that General Rabutin is to come to Court to give an 
Account of his Conduct. M. Guarienc the Imperial 
Envoy exttaordinary co the Ottoman Porte, has feat 
Letters from Belgrade, advifing that he arsivd there 
from Conftantinople the 20th of laft Month in bis 
Return hither. Prince Gafton of Tufcany is arriv’d 
here. General Dopf is expected hourly: Tae 
Minifters have Conferes.ces together daily abour the 
prefent State of Affairs, to prepare Masters againft 
the Arrival of the faid Dutch General, Prince Eu- 

ene of Savoy and Count Schlick. The Princes of 

taly have made Remonftznces 1o the Emperour, 
concerning the Contributions demanded cf them, but 
this Court perfift in maintaining their Conduct in 
thac Affair: And as for the Pope, tho’ the Emperour 
has written an Anfwer in very moderate Terms te 
the tharp Lener his Holyaefs fent him, yet he gives 
him no Hope of leffeaing the Demands of Contri- 
butions that have been made of the Ecclefiaftical 
Territories, nor of recalling his Troops out of the 
Feérrareze.
